Israel selling 

arms ‘secretly 
China’ 

to na 

LONDON (AP).- Israel is alleg- 
edly selling arms to China under a 
secret deal and hopes to increase the 
trade to offset future losses from 
South Africa, Jane's Defence Week- 
ly reported Friday. 3 

“There are persistent reports that 
Israel already has a flourishing co- 
vert arms hardware and know-how 
relationship with the Chinese. 
These reports are unconfirmed in 
Israel,” said the British military af- 
fairs magazine. 

“Some reports say this relation- 
ship is in the multi-billion dollar 
range, spread over two to five years. 
Israel now hopes to significantly in- 
crease that trade to offset future 
losses from South Africa.” It quoted 
Prof. Abaron Klieman of the de- 

nt of international relations 
at Tel Aviv University as saying he 
believes Israel may try to increase its 
arms sales potential to China al- 
though the countries have no diplo- 
matic ties. : 

Klieman specializes in studies of 
Israel's foreign policy in relation to 
arms sales, said the magazine. 


According to a Reuters report 
from Beirut. four war planes took

Kollek testifies in 
Rafi Levy’s defence

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek 
on Friday appeared as a defence 
witness in the trial of Rafi Levy. the 
Interior Ministry's former Jerusa- 
lem district representative, and said 
that he had felt “‘a little guilty” after 
the 1978 murder of West Bank busi- 
nessman Abdul-Nur Khalil Junho. 

is charged with extortion. 
accepting bribes, breach of trust and 
foreign currency violations. 

Kollek said that shortly before the 
murder he had arranged a meeting 
between Janho and journalists from 
the New York Times, who quoted 
Janho’s relatively pro-Israeli views. 
Though Janho may have been killed 
because of some personal or busi- 
ness matter, Koliek said, it's proba- 
ble that he was murdered for public- 
ly expressing his political views. 

“I felt a little guilty because 1 
proposed that connection [with the 
Journalists}. Kollek said. 

Kollek's testimony supported 
Levy by pointing out that Levy's 
efforts to speed up the approval of a 
zoning plan for North Jerusalem 
were in keeping with the municipal- 
ity’s interests. 

Levy is accused of exerting unfair 


pressure to expedite 2 plun that 
would allow Acab landowners to 
build houses on land in the north of 
the city. 

The prosecution contends that 
Levy pushed for the project to fur- 
ther his interests and those of the 
Janho family. But Kollek indicated 
Friday that the city needed the plan 
approved to relieve the tremendous 
housing pressure in the Arab sector. 

In his own testimony. Rafi Levy 
has emphasized the obligation he 
felt to the Janho family after Janho 
was shot in the centre of Ramallah 
by an unknown assailant in 197K. 
Janho. known as one of the West 
Bank's wealthiest notables. conper- 
ated with the Israeli regime after 
1967 even though he had been one 
of its active opponents in the 1940s. 

(He once admitted to The Jerusu- 
tem Post staff that he drove the 
truck full of explosives that blew up 
the newspaper's offices in 1948.) 

The PLO claimed responsibility 
for Janho's murder. Levy clearly 
had a long relationship with the fum- 
ily, but the State Attorney's Office 
charges that Levy and Janho’s wife 
were involved in illegal dealings. 
Hana Janho is a co-defendant in the 
Levy trial. 


Anglo-Jewish financier 
charged in Guinness theft

LONDON.~— Top Anglo-Jewish fi- 
nancier Sir Jack Lyons was remand- 
ed on bail of £500,000 Friday and 
ordered to surrender his passport, 
after being charged with the theft of 
$3.25 million from the Guinness 
brewing giant. 

The millionaire businessman, im- 
passive and immaculate in a biue 
city suit — complete with jaunty 
white handkerchief poking out of his 
breast pocket — was charged in his 
real name Isadore Lyons with nine 
offences related to last year’s Guin- 
ness shares scandal. 

He was ordered to reappear at 
Bow Street Magistrates’ Court on 
November 3, the same day as for- 
mer Guinness chairman Ernest 
Saunders, who is facing three 
charges involving destruction of 
documents and attempting to per- 
vert the course of justice. 

Lyons, 71, who became em- 


broiled in the Guinness affair in his 
capacity as adviser to Guinness’s 
management consultancy firm Bain 
ἃ Co., is the third man to be 
charged following the illegal share 
support operation that enabled 
Guinness to win a takeover battle 
for the Distillers drinks group last 
year. Saunders was charged in May. 
and stockbroker Tony Parnes, who 
arranged buyers for Guinness shares 
during the takeover battle, was ar- 
rested by the FBI in Los Angeles a 
week ago.

South African police hold 14.

Police said weapons and ammuni- 
tion in large quantities were also 
seized in their latest strike against 
the ANC, fighting for black major- 
ity rule in- white-led Soutit Africa: 

Fourteen ANC? guerrillas-and two 
others described by police as helpérs 
were captured icing the past three 
weeks in three bl: townships in 
the Johannesburg-Pretoria area, in- 
cluding Soweto, the country’s larg- 
est black settlement. 

Some of them were trained in An- 
gola, police said. 

Action on guerrilla activities in 
Cape Province resulted in the arrests 
of 11 alleged ANC members includ- 
ing a military commander and 30- 
year-old white woman, authorities 
announced last Tuesday. 

Police said the 11 were involved in 
14 acts of sabotage in the province 
since July, 1986. The white woman 
arrested was Jennifer Schreiner, a 
sociology graduate at the University 
of Cape Town. 

She was des<ribed in local news- 
papers this week as a member of one 
of South Africa's most distinguished 
academic families, daughter of the 


vice-principal of Natal University, 
Denys Schreiner.

MOSCOW (AFP). — A U.S.-Soviet 
agreement on strategic weapons can 
be reached with the Reagan admin- 
istration, Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev has said, but cautioned 
that U.S. plans for a space-based 

anti-missile shield were the ‘main 
obstacle” to an accord. 

Tn a meeting Friday with interna- 
tional trade union representatives 
reported in yesterday's edition of 
the party daily Pravda, the Soviet 
leader also hinted that Britain and 
France would have to negotiate re- 
ductions in their nuclear arsenals. 

Strategic offensive arms reduction 

“applies in the first stage to us and 
the Americans, but later other nu- 
clear powérs will not be able to 
avoid it either," Gorbachev said. 

Moscow has agreed to leave Brit- 
ish and French nuciear systems out 
of the current Geneva arms negotia- 
tions. 

Calling for Moscow and Washing- 
ton to “meet each other halfway,” 
Gorbachev noted that the strategic 
arms negotiations had bogged down 
aver the U.S. decision not to abide 
by the traditional interpretation of 
the 1972 anti-ballistic missile treaty. 

“Our stand is simple: let us ob- 
serve this treaty us this was done 
until 1983, when neither we nor the 
Americans had any doubts about its 
interpretation. When SDI emerged 
and along with it attempts to use a 
technological breakthrough to get 
an edge on the Soviet Union 
through space, then this main obsta- 
cle appeared.” said Gorbachev. 
“We are against an arms race in 
Space. If such a race started, the 
entire process of talks would be un- 
dermined. 

Stressing that the Soviet Union 
was “not interested in getting supe- 
Tiority” over the U.S., Gorbachev 
warned that if pressed into an arms 
race in space, “we have a reply to 
SDI.”, 

Soviet Foreign Minister Eduard 
Shevardnadze last month made new 
Proposals at talks in Washington 
with his U.S. counterpart George 
Shultz. which would permit certain 
objects to be sent into space to test 
the SDI programme. Until then, 
Mascow had insisted that tests must 
be carried out in laboratories on 
earth. The U.S. administration is 
reportedly split on whether to ac- 
cept the proposals which some U.S.

Penny-pinching at 
State Department 
WASHINGTON (Reuter). - Cost- 
cutting will silence the United States 
on matters of international impor- 
tance on Sundays, holidays and 
overnight, the State Department 
has announced. 

Spokesman Charles Redman told 
reporters that from Tuesday the 
State Department will no longer as- 
sign a duty spokesman for all after- 
Office times. The cutbacks are “both 
in terms of personnel and money, 
every penny counts,” he said. 

He added that “ἴῃ case of a crisis 
situation we'll take the necessary 
steps to make sure there's somebody 
available.” 

Secretary of State George Shultz 
frequently complains about cuts in 
the U.S. foreign aid budget made by 
Congress, warning they have creat- 
ed a crisis in American foreign poli- 
cy.

UNITED NATIONS.-- An in- 
formed source at the French mission 
to the United Nations has denied 
charges that France has taken moves 
to deny scholars who are given ac- 
cess to the UN War Crimes Ar- 
chives the right to publish their 
findings. 

But in an interview with the The 
Jerusalem Post, the source admitted 
that France is insisting “on modal- 
ities to guarantee the presumption 
of innocence” of persons among the 
40,000 people whose names are list- 
ed in the war crimes files. The 
source said: “We have no objection 
to the principle of wider access to 
the files than presently exists, but 
we are opposed to public access.” 

The source was critica] of what he 
called the “polemics” of Jewish 
groups which, at the apparent urg- 
ing of [sraeli Ambassador Binyamin 
Netanyahu, have bombarded the 
French mission here with telephone 
calls, letters, and telegrams de- 
manding that France change its posi- 
tion. According to the source, who 
has met with several Jewish groups 
in the last several days, “I am a little 
surprised at this campaign. We are 
not trying to‘ obstruct anything or 
prevent wider access to the files. But 
it is difficult to rationally discuss an 
issue with people who are reacting 
in a highly emotional manner.”

“When they do realize that their 
contribution is essential,” she adds, 
“they are invariably grateful for the 
experience and the opportunities to 
learn about life's hardships.” .

-. As Dov Froman, director and found- 


er of the Ivsa, points out, “The 
girls often have some romantic no- 
fon abont the work they'll be doing 
or the places they're going to so it’s 
just as wel] that they see beforehand 
what-it's really all about. then they 
can still relocate or choose some 
other sphere.” 

Avraham Ra’anan, Ivsa’s national 
supervisor and coordinator of semi- 
nars and courses, adds: “It's impor- 
tant that these 18-year-olds — many 
of whom have never been away from 
home — see what the service is all 


about before making up their minds. 

“During their last year at school, 
we try to have them visit a develop- - 
ment town and see, first hand, what 
the girls who are serving there are 
doing and what their duties are." 

In ‘educational programmes re- 
quiring the cooperation of the pa- 
Tents, young volunteers’ visit the 
homes of “problem” children to en- 
list their families’ support and parti- 
cipation. In many instances, these 
parents, who were deprived of 
education in their country of origin, 
are simply not equipped to help their 
children. : 

Through the Tehila Adult Educa- 
tion Programme, sponsored by the 
government and Project Renewal, 
Sherut Leumi women help the pa- 
rents improve their general standard 
of learning and acquire basic reading 
and writing skills so that they are 
able to assist their younger children 
in their studies and maintain contact 
with older ones away from home. 


Sherut Leumi volunteers also περ ὦ 


pupils ~ particularly those who have 
fearing disabilities — with their tes- 
sons and help organize afternoon 
social, sports and cultural activities. 
Many volunteers serve in medical 
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institutions around the country: 
some choose tu assist in mental hos- 
pitals, old-age homes or mother- 
and-child clinics, others in general 
hospitals and the Magen David 
Adom ambulance service. More 
than 300 each year provide both 
moral and physical support in hospit- 
al wards. MDA volunteers. who 
take a two-month course, serve for 
two years. some assisting doctors in 
special cardiac-care ambulances. 

The pain and suffering that these 
youngsters, fresh out of high school, 
encounter precipitate maturation 
and strengthen their character. 

Dalia, working in intensive care at 
Hadassah Hospital. feels that “the 
transition from high school and the 
comfortable hothouse of my Ramat 
Gan home into an area where, daily. 
I see death and suffering. is rapidly 
changing my thinking and my perso- 
πα ιν." 

Many Sherut Leumi volunteers in 
this branch of the service maintain 
that it is their deep religious convic- 
tion that enables them to endure the 
confrontation with death, horror 
and hopelessness to which they are 
constantly exposed. 

Another new project has incorpo- 


rated Sherut Leumi into the police 
force where the young women are 
employed for the purpose of detect- 
ing forgeries and fraud. They ure 
also requested to assist in teaching 
prisoners who wish to raise their 
educational standards in study cen- 
tres especially established outside 
the prisons. Ἢ 

A particularly demanding task is 
that of Sherut Leumi resident coun- 
sellor — a sort of “Big Sister” 
assigned to Youth Aliya boarding 
schools for immigrant children and 
those from broken homes. 

Michal, one of eight children in a 
close-knit, Joving family, has just 
graduated from the Ufpana (ruli- 
gious boarding schooR and chose 
this area of service because. “having 
just left school myself, 1 believe ἢ 
have a special affinity and rapport 
with these girls. Maybe I. too, can 
share with them the special family 
relationship that | am lucky to enjoy 
and experience.” 

Many volunteers are to be found 
in the field of social welfare. particu- 
Jarly in development towns. where 
they assist social workers or provide 
direct support τὸ youth in miftanin 
(Hebrew acronym for Occupationi! 
Centres for Youth) and organize 
cultural enrichment activities for loc- 
al inhabitants. 


THE IVSA is particularly active 
among new immigrants. helping to 


ease their integration. In the past 
two year, since Operition Moses, 
Sherut Leumi volunteers have been 
assisting professional staff curing for 
Ethiopian newcomers. 

Under the guidance of social 
workers, they have accompanied the 
bewildered new immigrants τὸ 
Kupat Hotim etinies and on shopping 
expeditions. They also acted as assis- 
tant teachers in dpanini. continuing 
in the afternoon with individual 
tutoring in absorption centre 
meadonin (clubs). 

Most Sherut Leumi volunteers 
live away from home. Those 
attached τὸ the hospitals are 
accommodated in Ivsa-owned dor- 
mitories. Others share furmshed 
apartments where they fend for 
themselves, cooking. cleuning and 
leaming to budget their monthly 
allowance. In development: towns. 
thes are often invited to share Shah- 
bat meals with local families. 


Perhaps the most eloquent tribute 
to the level of service of the Sherut 
Leumi volunteers was paid them by 
former CGS General Rafael Eitan 
when he visited their centres just 
hefore his retirement: “The girls 
serving in Sherut Leumi are also 
serving the IDF and it is irrelevant 
whether they serve in uniform or in 
civitian clothing. The work that 
these girls are doing is both impor- 
tant and essential.” 


Demography and abortion 


THE ARAB “transfer” proposal 
has had one positive effect. It forced 
the Israeli public to confront, if only 
momentarily, the tragic demograph- 
ic truth facing the Jewish people in 
the shadow of the Holocaust. Con- 
trary to expectations the Jewish 
state has not eliminated the existen- 
tial threat, now self-induced, that 
faces the Jewish people, even in its 
own land. 

Another depressing statistic that 
has been confronting the Israeli 
public is: the highway death toll, 
which has engendered the usual 
public outrage and discussion as to 
causes, failed solutions, and 
that need to be taken. But in all the 


. discussions on population, demog- 


raphy and loss of life, there seems to 
be a blind spot that afflicts public 


- Officials and media alike. 


The demographic problem is 
composed of two elements: an ever- 
increasing non-Jewish population 
and lagging Jewish population 
growth. While we have few ethically 
and socially acceptable ways to in- 
fluence the rate of exchange of the 
non-Jewish population, little serious 
thought is given to the Jewish half of 
the equation; aside fromefeatittess 


heated: discussiogs about aliyasand- 


yerida. There is almast no mention: 
of the major continuing drain on the 
Israeli population via abortion, legal 
and illegal. ᾿ 

According to official Ministry of 
Health statistics, about 20,000 “‘le- 
gal” abortions are performed annu- 
ally. Health Minister Shoshana Ar- 
beli-Almozlino stated to the 
Knesset some time ago that perhaps 
another 40,000 illegal abortions are 
being performed annually, almost 
exclusively by the Jewish 
population. - 

In order to appreciate the dimen- 
sions of this loss of sife, one should 
compare the following data: annual 
death toll in the Lebanese war was 
220; annual highway death toll 4 
500; annual.loss of life due to ciga- 
rettes 35,000; annua! number of 
Jewish births, 70,000; annual num- 
ber of abortions 30-60,000: 

These numbers indicate that in 
the short period of its existence, Is- 
rae! has lost several hundred thou- 
sand or perhaps as many as several 
million potential Jewish citizens by 
abortion. 

Nor is the situation static. It con- 


tinues to deteriorate. In 1985 there 
were 3,000 more legal abortions 
than in 1983 — a frightening in- 
crease. The “health of the woman" 
clause under which over 6,000 legal: 
abortions are performed annually is 
openly acknowledged to be merely a 
camouflage for thé “social clause” 
abolished by the Knesset in 1979, 


- for by ail modera professional ob- 


stetrical standards, the number of 
medical conditions that prevent 2 
woman from carrymg an infant to 
term is infinitesimal. 

The abortions under the clause 
“danger to the infant™ has risen 40 
per cent in two years — with no 
explanation. In 1985, 40 per cent of 
the legal abortions in Israel were 
performed in just three small private 
hospitals, which have their own 
abortion committees, and derive 
substantia] income from this proce- 
dure. The exaggerated use of pri-

I DO NOT propose harsher abor- 
tion laws nor do I advocate forbid- 
ding abortions, for I am convinced 
that legal approaches do not provide 
solutions for so sensitive and 
sonal an issue. But I do fee] that so 
grave a matter deserves some seri- 
ous stocktaking, with honesty and 
integrity. 

T should like to emphasize a few 
points: : Ἷ 

1. As our scientific knowledge 
about the fetus increases, it is clear 
that the argument considering the 
abortion issue solely in terms of a 
woman's right over her body is falla- 
cious. In abortion we are cealing 
with deathly, irreversible harm to a 
living entity which, even at a few 
weeks of age, has a beating heart, 
independent electroencephalo- 
graphic brain waves and all the com- 
ponents which -we normally asso- 
ciate with independent life. 

Even if we do agree to abort this 
entity, it deserves the dignity of be- 
ing recognized for what itis, a living 
separate being, and not a piece of 


hospitals and the huge illegal - 


tissue. Were we to recognize this 
simple incontrovertible truth at least 
we would grant the fetus “abortion 
with dignity.” 

2. Let us for the sake of argument 
accept the designation as “unwant- 
ed” for the fetus. But in a country 
that in 40 years of existence has 
sentenced only one criminal to 
death, is it reasonable that being 
“unwanted” should carry with it a 
death ‘sentence? 

3. In Israel there are thousands of 
childless couples willing to pay al- 
Tost any sum in order to get a child 
for adoption, and they reach out to 
the jungles of Brazil and behind the 
Iron Curtain to'do so. Would it not 
be more logical to suggest adoption 
as an option to a pregnant woman 
who doés not want her child? The 
child is desperately wanted by oth- 
ers, and one can, by mutually 
agreed-upon adoption, solve two 
problems in a humane and compas- 
sionate manner. 

4. Many of the abortions per- 
formed in Israel are carried out be- 
cause of exaggerated and unfound- 
ed fears of exposure to irradiation. 


Centre recommend that accurate in- 
formation about the true fetal risks 
of these circumstances be made 
available to the committees that de- 
cide on abortion. Unfortunately this 
recommendation is honoured most- 
ly in the breach. - 

5. Many of the women who con- 
sider the option of abortion are un- 
aware of the attendant risks, which 
include infection, hemorrhage and 
even subsequent permanent infertil- 
ity (ironically, a major portion of in 
vitro fertilization procedures, at 
enormous inconvenience and cost, 
are carried out on women rendered 
sterile by previous abortion), The 
law requires that women consider- 
ing abortions be fully informed 
about the nature of the procedure 
and its risks. This law is not hon- 
oured, and many women regard 
abortion as innocuous as ἃ trip to 
the hairdresser. : 

6. In a society dedicated to the 
protection of the weak and defence- 
less, in the best Jewish tradition, is 
not the totally helpless fetus entitled 
to some ombudsman, to some public 
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defender, who could prevent the fa- 
tal decision about its future from 
being decided in less than five min- 
utes in an assembly line type 
hearing? 

The most vicious of criminals is 
provided with a lawyer and ample 
time to present all the arguments in 
his behalf, because he is presumed 
innocent until proven otherwise. 
The fetus has no lawyer, no one to 
speak a word in his defence if he has 
committed the terrible crime of be- 
ing “unwanted” — and the punish- 
ment, abortion, is irreversible. 


THERE ARE, interestingly 
enough, many productive and hap- 
py adults now alive whose parents 
considered abortion but, because of 
a variety of circumstances, the pro- 
cedure did not take place. Is there 
not room for a bit more reflection 
and deliberation, ane pomby an 
occasional reprieve, before putting 
into operation this cruel and irre- 
versible procedure? 4 

The time has come to step back, 
to reflect. Is the collective suicide of 
the Jewish people in its homeland 


I believe that without a change in 
the law and without any coercion 
whatever it is possible to save thou- 
sands of fetuses, potential new 
“olim” to the State of Israel. This. 
can be done merely by following the 
provisions of the present law in 
their letter and in their spirit. All 
that needs be done is to bring to the 
attention of the public, the physi- 
cian, the nurses, the social workers, 
and of potential mothers the true 
maternal and fetal indications for 
abortion, the real dangers inherent 
in the procedure, and the reason- 
able humane alternatives that can be 
provided. : 

1 think that every citizen, secular 
as well as religious, feminist as well 
as male chauvinist, can agree to this 
proposal which is logical, ethical and 
essential for our survival. Our future 
depends on it.

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TO SOME PEOPLE. especially of- 
ficials at the Ministries of Tourism 
and Foreign Affairs, George Isaacs 
is a pain in the neck. But to Christo- 
pher Davies, a British Telecom em- 
ployee. Isaacs is a 20th-century ver- 
sion of a knight in shining armour. 

In February last year, Davies and 
a friend arrived in Eilat, all set to 
spend a couple of weeks in the sun. 
The clerk at passport control gave 
him a strange look and told him to 
stand to one side. After what 
seemed to him a considerable wait- 
ing period, he was approached by 
another official, who apparently 
spoke no English. The man told 
him through an interpreter that he 
was not welcome in Israel because 
he had a criminal record. When Da- 
vies asked what he was supposed to 
have done, there was no informa- 
tion forthcoming. 3 

When he asked permission to 
phone the British consul, the inter- 
preter did not translate his request. 
Nor according to Davies. did she 
translate anything else he said. He 
was tumed back to the plane whose 
engines were already warming up. 
His companion was allowed to stay, 
but couldn't do so because he was 
penniless. Unable to sign travellers” 
cheques due to the sensitivity of his 
job, he had given all his holiday 
money to Davies, who had convert- 
ed it to travellers cheques under his 
own signature. 

So both retumed to England, 
forking out for a hotel at Gatwick 
Airport while they waited for a con- 
necting flight to Wales. Davies later 
contacted Israeli diplomatic repre- 
sentatives in London to try to shed 
some light on the whole business of 
his being refused entry - but he drew 
a blank. No one was willing to tell 
him anything. 

A friend suggested that he ask 
someone at his local police station to 
contact Interpol - which is what he - 
did. It was then that he discovered

that he was the victim of a computer 
error. The person who was persona 
non grata in Israel was one Dougias 
Davis, who had a record here of 
drug offences. The only thing the 
two men had in common, aside from 
a British passport, was their year of 
birth - 1954. 

Davis had been convicted in Israel 
in 1983; but Davies had a passport 
issued in 1977 with no Israel entry 
stamp. His ill-fated landing in Eilat 
was to have been his first visit. How- 
evér he was not given the chance to 
make this point when he was abra- 
sively turfed out. 

If he had been able to get his 
money back from Intsun, which is 
one of Britain's largest tourist com- 
panies, he would have chalked up 
the incident to an unfortunate expe- 
tience - and would have put it out of 
his mind. But Intsun disclaimed all 
responsibility. After all, they ar- 
gued, he had flown to Israel and 
back; it wasn’t their faalt that his 
plans had come unstuck. 

Davies had spent something like 
£650 on his vacation. The only re- 
fund he received was £138 from the 
King Solomon hotel which is owned 
by British hotel tycoon David 
Lewis. 

Unable to get anywhere with Is- 
raeli officials or the travel agency, 
he decided to petition the Queen so 
that the matter would be referred to 
the British Foreign Office. That ef- 
fort too came to nought.

Somehow Isaacs discovered the 
identity of Tourism Minister Shar- 
ir’s private secretary. Getting to the 
personal secretaries is half the bat- 
tle, he says. 

He told her that the problem 
wouldn't go away just because it was 
being ignored. By not doing any- 
thing, he insisted, Sharir who also 
holds the Justice portfolio, was 
“perpetuating an injustice.” 

Isaacs’ foot-slogging, door-knock- 
ing and ear-bashing paid off. Earlier 
this month Christopher Davies ar- 
tived in Israel as the guest of the 
Ministry of Tourism. The deal also 
included a one-week, all expenses 
paid stay at the Dan Panorama hotel 
in Tel Aviv. Davies was able to 
spend more than a week here due to 
the efforts of a Dr. David Doran of 
Finchley, who started a fund for him 
and reised £600. Davies's friend Gar- 
eth Wheeler, who.was with him the 
first time around, but was unable to 
accompany him on this occasion, 
will also get a free trip.” 

Davies is not the least bit bitter. 
He’s been marvellously treated this 
time, he says, and will certainly 
come back again at his own expense. 
“Tve learned not to judge the Israeli 
people by the reception you get at 
the airport in Eilat.” 

As for George Isaacs. when asked 
about his endless perseverence, he 
declared “I'm a Welshman,” as if 
the statement were completely self- 
explanatory. ᾿ 

Isaacs’s next crusade is for road 
safety. He wants to get a law passed 
in which every car driver involved in 
a fatal road accident will be charged 
with murder instead of manslaugh- 
ter. If he succeeds in that ambition, 
he will address himseif to electoral 
Teform. 

“T just love a good battle,” say 
the feisty septuagenarian, whos 
quite proud of the fact that he’s a 
pain in the neck. “I did what I did to 
right an injustice.” 


HAIFA. — It is a measure of Haifa’s 
anxiety to preserve the peaceful co- 
existence between its Jewish and 
- Arab citizens that there was a feel- 
ing of relief when the police investi- 
gation of the Yom Kippur Eve fra- 
cas between Jewish and Arab youths 
on the outskirts of the town showed 
that the Arabs may have provoked 
it. 

The first report was a complaint 
that a dozen Arabs had been set 
upon, for no good reason, by a ram- 
paging mob of some 50 Jewish 
youngsters from the Tirat Carmel 
subuib. 


On Sunday night the police arrest- 
ed another three suspects, all Jew- 
ish, in Tirat Carmel, in addition to 
the nine Arabs and two soldiers who 
had been taken in earlier. 

The 14 were brought to court 
this week, and all but one 
were released on bail. Eleven of 
them were charged with assault. and 
the two soldiers who allegedly 
pointd their loaded and cocked 
army rifles at the Arabs were 
charged with armed threats. The re- 
maining suspect, one of the Arab 
boys, is still being held. The police 
say he was identified as having as- 
saulted one of the teenage girls from 
Tira in the initial incident. 

Because of the strained Arab- 
Jewish relations in the country, the 
fight was almost instinctively la- 
belled “racial.” - 

But as one of the Arabs involved. 
Khalid Ganaim, told The Jerusalem 
Post, “They’d have beaten us up if 
we'd have been Jewish -boys from 
Mt. Carmel too. Our being Arabs 
only added zest.” 

His instinctive appreciation that 
the affair was “racial” only in that 
members of two races happened to 
be involved hit the nail on the head. 

Prof. Baruch Kipnis, the Haifa 
University geographer, considers 
the incident “not surprising.” part 
and parcel of the general malaise of 
“the world’s metropolises and an ex- 
pression of the frustration of the 
have-nots that is a socio-economic ilt 
large cities increasingly suffered 
from. 

In the “poor relation” ‘suburb 
of Haifa Tirat Carmel, the rows 
of skikunim are topped by the glit- 
tering lights of the villas in the 
Danya quarter, a little farther up the 
Carmel. For the youths there the 
lights look within reach but unat- 
tainable, “and it needs only a smail 
provocation to set off an explosion.” 

The frustration is multiplied when 
these boys see peers of their own 
age from the Arab minority in a 
position to make much more attrac- 
tive material offers’ to gipls. 

Had the fight been-between rival 
gangs of Jewish youngsters, of which 
the country had had a forfeit lately 
(some culminating in stabbings, two 
of them fatal), it would have been 
accepted with shoulder shrugging 
about the “increasing violence of 


Tamir reported that he found 
“fertile ground” for the develop- 
ment of commercial links and joint 
economic ventures with the new 
states in the Pacific, including Pa- 
pua-New Guinea, Fiji, Tonga and 
the Marshall Isiands. 

Tamir said that the Far East has 
the potential of becoming the third 
centre for Israeli trade, after West- 
ern Europe and North America.

Uniless it 
faces up to and comprehends the 
realities of Jewish life which precipi- 
tated these tremors, it will be sub- 
jected to further unanticipated 
quakes, with serious consequences. 
Lest | appear hopelessly despairing, 
I further assert with fall conviction 
that if a proper, and coura- 
geous self-analysis does occur, re- 
sulting in new avenues of activity, 
Ὧδε Zionist movement will again 
come to life and regain a substantial 
measure of its halcyon strength. 

Let me first, before proceeding to 
outline my argument, offer my basic 
thesis: Unless and until the Zionist 
movement demostrates its ideoiogi- 
cal and programmatic muscle in the 
local Jewish communities on issues - 
- even though not immediately af- 
fecting Israel -- its ideological 


Strength will wither away: If, con- 


versely, the impact of the Zionist 
movement can be brought to bear 
on the local community in its singu- 
lar angst it will broaden its constitu- 
ency and deepen its loyalty. 

To pat it differently, the average 
Jew, living in his own private and 
particular ambiance of Jewish anxi- 
eties and hopes, discomfitures and 
aspirations, needs to see the Zionist 
movement as a helpful, ideological 
instrument in the quest for his pri- 
vate and communal Jewish 
fulfilment. 


WHAT HAS HAPPENED in re- 
cent decades? : 
To put it.simply, the Zionist 
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American Zionism must 
regain its local appeal 


movement has retreated from al- 
most every major field of local and 
communal Jewish life, and in accord 
with the classic rules of physics, the 
resultant lacunae have been filled by 
other organizations. In turn, these 
organizations have been taken by 
the local Jew as vital and important, 
while Zionist organizations are den- 
igrated as antiquarian, anachronistic 
relics that have “outlived their 

The Zionist movement, as a poli- 
ticial and ideological force, must ad- 
dress the evolving organizational 
structures of the American Jew who 
has chosen to be communally identi- 
fied. Through a local organization, 
it is the local structure which re- 
sponds most quickly to the concems 
of the individual Jew, and is most 
readily at hand for his activity. 

It was the manifest strength of the 
local community representatives 
that were, in my judgment, at the 
root of the fracas’ within the Jewish 
Agency which resulted in the down- 
fall of Arye Dulzin, the chairman of 
the WZO Executive, an undeniable 
defeat for the WZO. 

Significantly, however, it is not 
invidious to perceive the develop- 
ment of non-Zionist, or community 
Tepresentative strength, as a crass 
power struggle. Such a power strug- 
gle is not incogruent with the lauded 
concept of a “dispute for the sake of 
heaven” (mahloket I'shem sha- 
mayan). For this evolving local com- 
munity set-up is a historically vali- 
dated mode of Jewish collective 
fiving in the Diaspora. 

Historic examples abound: with 
certain notable differences, the 
Councils of Lands in Poland and 
Lithuania in the 16th and 17th cen- 
turies were one. Further devetop- 
ments within the Jewish Agency, 
UIA, CIF, etc. are continually be- 
ing shaped by the growing power of

local Jewish thrust, as has happened 
in the case of the San Francisco 
Fund allocations. 


IT IS HERE that the Zionist dilem- 
ma sharpens and should translate 
into the dictum: “If you can’t beat 
them, join them.” Zionists must be- 
come increasingly involved in local 
communtiy affairs so that the Zion- 
ist ideological motif can exercise its 
influence on the inner structure. 

Through activity on behalf of the 
Jew in his personal sphere. the Zion- 
ist becomes once again visible to the 
focal Jewish activisi. 

The unexpected gains of Reform 
and Conservative delegates in the 
Zionist congress elections way clear 
evidence of the overwhelming con- 
cer, even of Zionists with an issuc 
which affects their private and per- 
sonal religious life. Riding rough- 
shod over national, ideological and 
“traditional” Zionist issues, these 
newcomer matters for the American 
Jew elbowed their way to the fore. 
simply because of their prime 
importance. 

One additional note about the re- 
sponsibilities of the World Zionist 
leadership, whose functional execu- 
tive operation resides in Jerusalem. 

Zionist officialdom must energeti- 
cally and courageously work 
through and support the local Zion- 
ist bodies, thereby strengthening 
their organizational sinews. If those 
Israeli-based leaders continue to by- 
pass the local Zionist structure by 
functioning through and thereby 
strengthening “‘non-Zionist™ instru- 
ments, a heavy price will be paid. 
Sooner or later, the Zionist leader- 
ship will be confronted by other 
communal disputes and — having al- 
ready weakened their natural allies 


in the local communities again be 
defeated. 


I WISH to suggest a shift in Zionist 
activity. Exclusively Israel-centred 
programmes, must be augmented by 
activity in local. communal affairs. 
Let me suggest a few of the areas 
that Zionists must energize in order 
to exercise effective influence and 
leadership in the local Jewish 
community. 

First and foremost aliva. Howev- 
er meagre the numbers until now. 
even if many olim were not formatly 
registered as Zionists. it is undeni- 
able that the ideological climate mo- 
tivating aliya was engenderd by the 
Zionist movement. One may differ 
as to methods, but it is incontrovert- 
ible that only from Zionist platforms 
do we hear the unceasing drumbeat 
of aliya. 

Therefore to Magshimim, to [s- 
raelis, 1 say: “Enough! Stop deni- 
grating Diaspora Zionists! You get 4 
hearing from non-Zionists only be- 
cause there are Zionists ‘naggingly 
verbalizing an inner conscience 

The primary emphasis on a con- 
sciousness for aliya affects the sec- 
ond area in which the Zionist move- 
ment must be rendered visible in the 
local community: Zionist Education 
in the local Jewish schools. Zionists 
must assume the responsibility for 
persuading local Jewish leaders -- 
rabbis, educators, principals, board 
of education members — to include 
Zionist elements in the curricula of 
their respective educational 
institutions. 


ABSOLUTELY Indispensable is 
the third area: public affairs.

instead of receiving citizenship auto- 
matically.” Finally, the judge 
affirmed that as a person “who was 
and remains in favour of the estab- 
lishment of the State of Israel and its 
continued existence, took part in 
Israel's wars and lives in Israel,” I 
cannot be “regarded as an anti-

r allegi at persons like 
myself who sodennise Israel's very 
existence” are “most frequently 
quoted in PLO organs,” Bizar failed 
to enlighten the court about the PLO 
publication to which he claimed to 
refer, whereupon the judge dismis-

sed his charge with the simple but apt 
term: “untruth.” 


The verdict affirms that Bizur 
failed to prove the truth of his 
charges, nor did he “take reasonable 
measures” to verify them prior to 
their publication. In consequence, 
the offending article contained “a 
significant number™ of Sibelloys sec- 
tions “based upon facts not proven 


to be true”; the defendants did not. 


pursue “journalistic fairness,” in- 
stead giving their readers “incorrect 
facts which were liable to harm Spir- 
o’s reputation."' As the judge 
pointed out, Bizur did not even 
testify in the case, nor did he claim to 
believe his charges to be true; in the 
judge’s own words: “he must have 
known that his words were untrue.”
